Washington, D. C., July 18.—[Special.]— 
An investigation of the beef trust is now in 
progress. ft is being conducted under spe- 
cific orders from President Roosevelt to as- 
certain whether the trust,has been violating 
the injunction by the Circuft court restrain- 
ing the packers from combining to fix the 
price of live stock. 

If the investigation shows that the packers 
still are combining to control the price of 
live stock they will be proceeded against for 
contempt and will be punished severely. All 
the agents of the government have to do is to 
press the button by furnishing the evidence. 
The United States court will do the rest. — 


Has No Bearing on Strike. 

The department of justice, the office of the 
attorney general, and even the executive of- 
fices at Oyster Bay have been inundated with 
political rumors that the’ president was 
** taking a hand ”’ in the strike of the pack- 
ing house men and that the investigation of 
the packers was a move to compel the em- 
ployers to grant the demands of the men. 

So far is this from being true that the presi- 


dent has not yet received any exact informa- 


tion as to the real causes of the strike, and 
the only action taken under his direction 
was in response to specific charges by the 
cattle men that the packers were again at 
their old tricks of refusing to bid against 


} each other in the live stock markets in Chi- 


Omaha, Kansas City, and other places. 


No Politics in Action. 


The investigation in fact was ordered and 
the work of inspection was begun by agents 
of the department of commerce and labor 
and attorneys of the department of justice 
long before the present strike started at 
Chicago, or was even anticipated. 

There wag no politics in the president's ac- 
He will not in- 
terfere in. the Chicago strike unless there 
should be ‘rioting on such a scale as to defy 
the local police and militia. 

_ Just at the present time, however, the 
strike practically has stopped killing at the 
yams, the packers have stopped bringing in 
cattle, hogs, and sheep, and there is no incen- 
tive for defying action of court. The active 
work of the. investigation, therefore, must 
wait until conditions become normal again. 

This investigation bears no relation to any 
acti6n before the court. The president has 
not directed the department of justice to ex- 


cago, 


. pedite the ease against the packers before 


that tribunal for the simple reason there is 
no such case. Moreover, the United States‘ 
Supreme court is not in session, and will not 
be until October. The government won in 
the lower court, injunctions were issued, and 
the government has no object in expediting 
#n appeal against itself. 


History of Grosscup Injunction, 


Judge Grosscup issued his injuction in per- 
manent form on Feb. 18, 1903, and the only 
point at issue is whether the packers are 
obeying the injunction or not. The original 
prosecution. was instituted in April, 1902, 
by personal direction of President Roose- 
velt. Petitions for injunction against Ar- 
mour,” Swift, @od other big packers: were 
filed the following month. Ten days later, 
on May 20, on a showing made by the govern- 
ment a temporary injunction was issued by 
Judge Grogscup, based on the Sherman anti- 
trust law, restraining the beef trust or i 


spiring to interfere with interstate com- 
merce or preventing free competition among | 
owners and sellers of live stock, cattle, hogs, 
sheep, poultry, and other products. 

In August of 1902 a petition for an infunc- 
tion .was opposed through a demurrer filed 
by the beef trust attacking the. temporary 
injunction on technical legal grounds. 


Illegal Combines Forbidden. 


On Feb. 18, 1903, more than a year ago, 
Judge Grosscup made the injunction perma- 
nent prohibiting the packers individually and 
collectively from combining to increase the 
price of meat-products or to depress the price 
of live stock, poultry, and similar raw ma- 
terial of the packing houses. 

The packers had a year in which to appeal, 
but they evidently did not think it worth 
while to bring the case before the United 
States Supreme court, as only the restrain- 
ing order itself could be in controversy. 

It is true that the merits of the case were 
not brought out before Judge Grosscup. The 
original prosecution was a petition for an 
injunction. It was not a suit to punish the 
packers for conspiracy in restraint of trade, 
but to secure a judicial warning not to con- 
spire. 

Now the investigation is taking a much 
more serious turn, Charges were filed last 
spring that the packers were disobeying the 
mandate of the court, that they were fixing 
the price at which they would sell meat 
products, and also fixing arbitrary prices 
they would pay for live stock. If these 
charges are substantiated by evidence the 
packers and every one of their agents or 
employés who have violated the injunction 
will be guilty of contempt. 


Serious Penalties Are Possible. 


“}he United States courts generally do not 
condone violations of their restraining or- 
ders,.and the punishment generally takes 
an unpleasantly personal form. Under the 
injunction itself the packers can be prose- 
cuted and under the anti-trust or Sherman 
law the guilty persons are liable to punish- 
ment by fine up to $5,000 or imprisonment 
up to one year for each offense. More than 
that, any property owned by the beef trust 
or by any packer found guilty of conspiracy 
under the Sherman law, when in the course 
of transportation from one state to another, 
is liable to confiscation by the government 
of the United States. 

To cap the climax, proof of conspiracy to 
restrain trade between states or with foreign 
countries would be followed by a multitude 
of suits In the civil courts against the pack- 
ers. Every person who is injured by an 
illegal trade conspiracy is entitled to sue 
for and recover three times his actual loss, 
with all costs of the suit and reasonable at- 
torney’s fees. 

All this is involved in the investigation that 
is being carried on jointly by the department 
of commerce and the department of justice. 
Yet it must be understood that this Investi- 
gation is being kept entirely separate from 
the issues involved in the great strike of the 
butcher men. It will not be allowed to be 
used as a club by either side, 


Not Seeking to Make Trouble. 


The president will take no action under the 
anti-trust law to embarrass the packers. The 
department of commerce is investigating the 
strike as an independent’affair, just as all 
important strikes are inquired into by agents 
of the bureau of labor. 

If the strike should result in a long lockout 
and if the price of meat should as a natural 
result reach such a high figure as to cause 
general distress the president might be in- 
clined to exercise his good office as he did 
in the coal strike to bring the employers and 
their men together, to relieve the people at 
large, but none of the officials here antici- 
pates that the butchers’ strike will reach 
such proportions. The beef trust does not 
control the source of supply of the meat 
trade, and cows and hogs were ee 
by hand before the packing houses were 
heard of.

BIG, BALKY STEEL VAULT 
OPENED FROM THE INSIDE. 


Treasury Experts Adopt Vaaque Method 
of Drilling Into Strong Box Which 
Resisted All Other Forms o. Attack. 


Washington, D. C., July 18.—[Special.]— 
The big modern steel vault on the first floor 
of the treasdfy department, which was just 
completed last week, and which, after be- 
ing closed and locked to tést the mechanism, 
resisted the efforts of every safe expert in 
the department to open it, was finally un- 
locked today from the inside. This is the 


first time treasury experts have eversopened 


a locked vault from the inside, and it will 
be the last if they have anything to say 
about it. They consider the method not only 
unique but exceedingly annoying and expen- 
sive. 

It was finally decided to attack the vauit 
from above, and a force of men was put 
to work drilling through the floor of the 
upper vault and the steel bedding between. 
the vaults and the roof of-the lower vault. 
It was a tough job to get through the steel, 
but finally a hole was made big enough to 
admit a man’s body, and a safe expert was 
let down into the lower vault.. He soon found 
out the trouble and swufig the door open. 

As it was.impossible to make the hole dis- 
appear as easily as it had been made to ap- 
pear, treasury officials, as a measure of 
precaution, decided to fit the openings in 
the roof of the lower vault and the floor of 
the. upper vault with trap doors and let the 
hole stay where it. was. Comments on the

Richert’s res- 
Olution calling for state legislation to reg- 
ulate the running of excursion and picnic 
trains with greater regard to:the safety of 
life. 
Ald. Friestedt laid the blame for the Dore- 
mus Sunday school horror on the lack of an 
automatic block system and urged that there 
should be incorporated in the proposed medas- 
ure a section providing that no railroad be 
allowed to run excursion trains which is not 
equipped with this system of blocking. 


Wants Best Men for Excursions. 
Ald. Leachman urged that the fault lay 
in the fact that competent and experienced 
engineers and trainmenh are not put in 
chargé 6f excursion trains, and declared 
that it should be made miandatory on all 
railro&d companfes to put thefr ablest men 
in charge of all excursion or picnic trains. 
Both of these suggestions will be consid- 
ered at the proposed conference, although 
Ald. Maypole declared that the facts proved 
that the lack of the automatic block system 
had nothing to do with the Glenwood 
wreck.

LOOMIS DIED FROM BLOW. 


CORONER’S VERDICT, HOWEVER, 
‘PAILS TO CLEAR MYSTERY. 


English Physician, After Medical Ex- 
amination, Declares Brother of 
American Assistant Secretary of 
State Would Have Died from Effects 
of Wounds in the Head, Even if He 
Had Not Been Thfown or Fallen

KINGSBRIDGE. Devonshire, July 18.— 
“Found dead, washed. up vy. the sea in Big- 
, Devonshire,” was the verdict to- 
coroner's jury inthe inquest on 
the remains of F. Kent Loomis. 
The evidence was inconclusive and wholly 
conjectural, as pointed out by the coroner 
when he advised this open verdict. — 
Dr. 
pointed to examine the body, testified that 
there was a contused wound below and be- 
hind the right ear, a rupture of the covering 
of the brain. There was also a general 
bruise involving the integument of the bnain 


‘on the left side above the ear. Both in- 


juriés, In‘ the doctor’s opinion, were caused 
death. 

“~ Blow Cause of Death. » 
Dr. Webb added that Loomis might have 
béen ‘stunned and have fallen into the water 
and been drowned. It was not a sharp 


wound, but possibly the result of a fall on 
his head. Either he struck something or 


something struck his head. The blow was 
not inflicted after death. 

Replying ;to’ Consul Stephens, Dr. Webb 
said the blow might have caused death if 
Loomis had -not fallen into the water. He 
thdught it was improbable that’ Loomis 
would have recovered from the blow even if 
he had not fallen into the water. 


Watch Stopped at 6 O’clock. 
A policeman who searched the body told 
of the recovery of a gold watch. which had 
stopped at 6 o'clock, some English gold and 
silver coins, also a pocketbook containing 
$60 in American notes. 

Consul Stephens explained’ that if the 
watch had been set by American time, 6 
clock would be 1 o'clock here, which was 
about the time the steamer touched the dock 
at Plymouth. 


Coroner Admits Mystery. 

The coroner summed up lengthily, point- 
ing out the inconclusive and. conjectural 
character of the evidence. There was no 
evidence, he said, as to how Loomis came 
to his death. , The cause thereof was a se- 
vere blow, but there was nothing to show 
how it. was struck. There was no reason 
to suppose that the deceared wished to take 
his. own life,.or that he was the victim of 
a foul blow.- He advised the fury to find 
an open verdict. Had there been any ground 
for suspicion he would have adjourned the 
inquiry, but there was nothing to apmnity 
@ course. 

* ‘The jury then returned a verdict that the | 
deceased was Frederick Kent Loomis, and 
that he was found dead’in Bigbury bay. 
there béing no evidence to show how he met | 
his death.

ATTACK WAS WELL PLANNED. 
British Military Expert Praises Kour- 
opatkin’s Strategy in Attempting

British Steamer Held Up. 

A dispatch from Aden today says that the 
British steamer Persia was forcibly de- 
tained for an hour in the Red sea by the Rus- 
sian volunteer fleet steamer Smolensk, which 
transferred to the Persia a portion of the 
Japanese mails seized on the steamer Prinz 
Heinrich on July 15. The Smolensk con- 
fiscated two bags-of the Prinz Heinrich’s 
mail destined for Nagasaki. 

With reference to the seizure of the Penin- 
sular and Oriental company’s steamer Malac- 
éa (from Antwerp for Japan), in the Redsea 
by the Russian volunteer fleet steamer St. 
Petersburg, the owners say the only goods 
of a contraband nature on board, so far as 
they are aware, were consigned to the Brit- 
ish naval dockyard at Hongkong. 


More Steamers Searched. 


‘The Daily Mail's Aden correspondent says 
that the British steamers Woodcock and 
Dalmatia were held up by the Russians in 
the Red sea and detained for three hours. 

The captain of the Russian volunteer fleet 
steamer St. Petersburg has notified the Brit- 
ish residents at Aden to wire the British 
consuls at Suez and Port Said that he would 
geize any British steamers bound for the far 
east if the contents of their packages was 
not clearly shown on their manifests, ac- 
cording to international law.

Ground of Germany’s Complaint. 


Germany’s ground for complaint is that 
the seizure was an infringement of the in- ° 
ternational postal canvention of 1878 by 
whith it {is agreed that postal matter shall 
be considered free and not subject to inter- 
ference by belligerents. 

There is reason to believe that Germany’s 
protest was worded moderately, admitting 
that there was possibly a justification for 
searching the Prinz Heinrich for, contra- 
band and even for searching the mails, but 
courteously pointing out that Germany does 
not recognize the right of the Russians to 
remove mails from a ship. She therefore 
requests that they be restored. 

Germany's protest was conveyed through 
Count von Alvensieben, the German ambas- 
sador at St. Petersburg, after a telegraphic 
conference between the kaiser, who is at 
Nordernay, and Chancellor von Billow, who 
is at Molde.

Of Good Southern Stock. 

Born in 1869, Mr. Folk, after completing the 
Erammar school course in Brownsville, en- 
tered Vanderbilt university, where he was 
graduated from the law department in 1890. 
He returned to Brownsville and opened a law 
office. A year later he removed to St. Louis. 
in November, 1806, -he ed, in Browns- 
ville, Miss Gertrude Glass. 

Mr. Folk took a quiet interest in St. Louis 
democratic politics from the time he became 
a resident of the city. He was one of the 
organizers of the Jefferson @lub, the local 
Tammany, and served as president of the 
club. He did not seek the nomination for 
cireuit attorney in 1900, 

Quiet in manner and moderate in dis- 
cussing party issues, Mr. Folk had been 
looked upon by his brother democrats as a 
bit “‘ fabby.”

NESS MAN, ‘DISAPPEARS. 


Prominent Elk, Manager of Creameries 
and Former Secretary of Board of 
JTrastees of Northern Hospital for 
Insane, from Which Latter Position 
He Resigned at Request of Gov. 
Yates—Examination of His Accounts 
Is Being Made. 


Elgin, July 18—[Specia!.]—There are 
mysterious features in the disappearance 
last Wednesday of Edward S. Wellinghoff, 


exalted ruler of the Elgin lodge of Elks, for- 


mer secretary of the board of trustees of 
the Lllinois Northern Hospital for the In- 
sane in this city, and general manager of 
the Sherwin creameries. 

It became known today that Mr. Welling- 
hoff left the city without informing his im- 
mediate friends or W!

An examination 
of his accounts is being made and his friends 
predict that no inaccuracies will be found.

Wellinghoff also had charge of funds in 


various fraternal organizations to which he. 


belonged. His friends report that his ac- 
counts with. these bodies are correct in every 
particular. 

Police have been instructed to send de- 
scriptions broadcast, The Elks are taking a 
prominent part in the work of locating the 
missing man. He had made preparations for 

a trip to Cincinnati, and was to have gone 
with other Elgin Hiks to join the Chicago 
lodge for the trip to the convention city. 


Enforced Resignation Recalled. 


Relatives of the missing man can account 
for his disappearance in only one way. 
Shortly after his return from the republican 
convention at Springfield, where he was a 
delegate, Wellinghoff's office under the 
Yates administration was taken away from 
him. Following the wishes of the governor, 
he handed in his resignation as secretary of

Since his enforced resignation he is said to 
have been moody, and declared to a friend:

The news of his strange action in leaving 
the city has brought to the minds of Elgin 
people the disappearance of W. G. Prall, 
secretary of the Elgin National Watch com- 
pany, last fall and the subsequent finding 
of his body in the Calumet river early this 
spring.

PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT SAYS HE 
WILL BE GLAD TO SEE THEM. 


Appointment Is Made for Them to Call 
at Oyster Bay at 2 O’clock in the Aft- 
ernoon—Delegation of Musicians 
Filed Demand for Enforcement of 
labor Law Against Foreign Players 
FP. C. Knox Submits Speech of Ac- 

ceptance. 


Oyster Bay, N. Y., July 18.—The president 
received today a telegram from the anthra- 
cite coal miners’ convention held in Penn- 


sylvania asking for an appointment for its 


committee to lay before him the petition 
regarding the Colorado labor troubles. Sec- 
retary Loeb, for the president, has tele- 
graphed the committee that Mr. Roosevelt 
will be glad to see them tomorrow after- 
noon at 2:30 o'clock. 


Musicians Make a Protest. 


President Roosevelt received by appoint- 
ment today a call from a committee repre- 
senting the International Federation of 
Musicians, the members desiring to file with 
him a protest against the admission to the 
United States from foreign countries of 
musicians who come here under contract. 

The committee consisted of J. N. Weber. 
president of the Federation of Musicians, 
and F.. M. Smith, president of the Musicians’ 
union of New York City. They reported to 
the president that by admission to this coun- 
try of musicians who come here under con- 
tract a serious hardship is worked against 
all resident professional musicians, and they 
urge that the contract labor law ought to 
be so construed by the authorities as to ex- 
clude musicians precisely as contract labor- 
ers are excluded. 

The president received the protest and 
promised to take the subject up at once with 
Secretary Metcalf of the department of 
commerce and labor. 


Has Conference with Enéx. 


P. C. Knox of Pennsylvania, former at- 
torney general, was a visitor to Sagamoro’ 
Hill today. The president considered with 
him some phases of the speech which he is 
to deliver on the 27th instant in response 
to his notification of the action of the Chi-- 
cago dnvention, and of his letter of accept- 
ance of the nomination, which will be issued 
some time in August. 

Mr. Knox will take an active part in the 
campaign and will deliver at least two im- 

rtant speeches. One of these will be de- 

vered in his own state at a time and place 
not yet determined. For the other he will 
place himself at the disposal of the repub- 
lican national committee. It is likely he 
will deliver other speeches, but the two 
referred to will be made at the express wish 
of the president. 


MINERS’ MASSMEETING 
APPEALS TO PRESIDENT. 


Thousands of Sympathizers with Colo- 
rado Union Men Denounce Governor 
and Urge Enforcement of the Law. 


Springfield, Ill., July 18.—{Special.]—For 
the purpose of remonstrating against the at- 
tituce of Gov. Peabody of Colorado, 2,000 
miners, representing every local in the 
Springfield subdfstrict, held a massmeeting 
ir. this city this afternoon. A resolution was 
formulated which will be sent to President 
Roosevelt, It demands that the president 
at once intercede and see that citizens of 
Colorado are restored to their homes and 
rights. 

The resolution further demands that the 
president then institute a searching investi- 
gation to the end that all law breakers in 
Colorado be brought to a speedy trial and 
punished, without regard to whether they 
are members of the Citizens’ ailiance, offi- 
clals of the state acting under the governor, 
union men, or men engagediin other pursuits. 

Speeches denouncing the acts of Gov. Pea- 
body were made by Secretary-Treasurer W. 
D. Ryan of the Illinois miners, Judge Charles 
P. Kane, Attorney T. J. Condon, and others. 
The speakers declared that the governor and 
other military officers in Colorado had 


openly and flagrantly ignoreg the éeclara- 
‘tion of independence, set aside the constitu- 


tion of the United States and state of Colo- 
rado, and ridden roughshod over the rights 
of the people. 


Denounced in Five Languages. 

Spring Valley, Ill., July 18.—Five thousand 
miners from Spring Valley, La Salle, Peru. 
Oglesby, Ladd, Seatonville, Marquette, De- 
pue, and Dailzell assembled in Spring Valley 
today and took part in a demonstration de- 
nunciatory of Gov. Peabody of Colorado. 
There were 10,000 persons present. Gov. 
Peabody was denounced in English, French, 
Italian, Lithuanian, and Polish by the sev- 
eral speakers. Resolutions were passed re- 
questing President Roosevelt to interfere in 


‘the Colorado miners’ strike. 


MEMPHIS MAYOR’S ANSWER 
DISPLEASES THE COMMITTEE. 


Talk of a General Massmeeting for the 
Institution of Impeachment Pro- 
ceedings. 


Memphis, Tenn., July 18.—[Special. | 
special committee composed of five citizens 
has passed upon the reply of Mayor Williams 
to the list of questions recently submitted to 
him, and has reached the unanimous conclu- 
sion that his answers are by no means satis- 
factory. A general massmetting may be 
called, looking to the commencement of im- 
peachment proceedings against the mayor. 

The answer made by Mayor Williams was 
a document filling thirteen typewritten pages, 
but only a small portion of this related to 
the questions propounded to him. The rest 
was made up of a recital of the various im- 
provements that have been made in Memphis 
eince his tenure of office. 

Discussing the gambling question, Mayor 
Williams contended that the laws permitted 
him to either close up or regulate the opera- 
tion of such places.

A YEAR’S FOREIGN TRADE. 

The exports of the United States for the 
fiscal year ending June 30 last were valued 
at $1,460,000,000. That figure never has 
been surpassed except in 1901, when the 
total was $27,000,000‘larger. There was a 
notable decline during the last fiscal year 
in exports of wheat and corn which was 
not made good by the increase in the items 
of cotton and manufactured products. The 
exports of manufactures were larger than 
in any preceding year. ‘This is a partial 
setoff for the decline in domestic consump- 
tion. 

Imports were $990,000,000, being $30,- 
000,000 less than last year, but so much in 
excess of 1901 as to make 1903-’04 the best 
year in the history of the country as regards 
total trade. The combined exports and im- | 
ports aggregate. $2,451,000,000, against 
$2445,000,000 for the fiscal year 1902-’03. 

The excess of exports over imports was 
$470,000,000, being $75,000,000 more than 
for the preceding year. In spite of the ship- 
ments of gold on account of the Panama 
canal and the Japanese loan the gold imports 


| exceeded the exports by $17,000,000. Add 


to that sum the gold produced in the United 
States during the year and it will be seen 
that this country has added considerably to 
its already large stock of the yellow metal. 
During the last period of speculation and 
promotion there was much borrowing in Ku- 
rope. ‘The loans then made ought to have 


| been pretty well paid off out of the favor- 


able trade balances of subsequent years. 
The record of exports for the twelve 
month is satisfactory except as regards 
breadstuffs. Whether there will be any im- 
provement during the present fiscal year de- 
pends on the needs of Burope and on the 
ability of the United States to meet them. 
The present indications are that the Rus-. 
sian wheat crop will be below the average. 
That of Roumania is in poor shape, and 
Austria-Hungary will supply wheat less 
than usual. Europe certainly will need 
grain. If this country have surplus food- 
stuffs it will be able to dispose of them at 
good prices. So will Canada, which reck- 
ons on about 87,000,000 bushels for export. 
It is a little too early to speak positively 
as to the American wheat crops. Undoubt- 
edly much damage was done in Kansas by 
the rains, but while the 664,000,000 bushiles 
which are hoped for may not be secured, the 
600,000,000 bushels estimate of President 
Hill may turn out ig be too low by a good 
many millions. 
Even if the wheat crop should fall below 
the 637,000,000 bushels of last year, there 
is every prospect now of a fine corn crop. 
Corn will make amends to the farmers for 
the scantier yield of wheat. 


A LACK OF DISCIPLINE. 

The law requires the railroad and ware- 
house commissioners to make inquiry into 
the cause of any railroad accident resulting 
in loss of life which, in their judgment, 
should be investigated, and to make a special 
report thereon. In the opinion of the com- 
missioners the Glenwood accident demands 
investigation, and they have taken the mat- 
ter in hand. : 

One of them is reported assaying: “ The 
great trouble with excursion trains is that 
they are overcrowded and the equipment is 
always the poorest in the service of the com- 


pany.

The overcrowding spoken of may be in 

part the fault of those who charter cars for 

excursion purposes. If the cars are poor 

it is probably because a railroad is regularly 

using the better ones.

Locomotives are required: to do too much 

work and accidents happen. The practice 

is a dangerous one and is not real economy. 

- The breaking in two of the freight train 

on the Chicago and Eastern Lilinois would 

have caused nothing worse than delay and 

inconvenience if the men in charge of it had 

been more careful. Their lack of care ar- 

gues a lack of discipline, a failure on the 

part of the management to keep the men up 

to the mark by punishing negligence effect- 

ively when it is discovered. Are railroad | 
managers unable to do that, or are they too ' 
careless to do it? Iron discipline is neces- 

sary if trains are to be run safely.

“partially filled,” “filled to the seating 
limit,” “in the early stages of crowding,” 
“in the advanced or extreme stages of 
crowding,” and “jammed.” No experi- 
ments with guinea pigs in a laboratory could: 
be more unflinching. 

On Sunday’before last it appears that of 
686 cars observed between 10:17. a. m. and 
10:06 p. m., 167 were partially filled, 108 
were filled to the seating limit, 150 were ip 
the early stages of crowding, 155 were in 
the advanced or extreme stages of crowding, 
and 106 were jammed. In other words, 275 
were reasonably filled while 411 were filled 
unreasonably. This is the kind of precise 
information on which action can be based. 

But the number’of minutes between each 
car and its successor is more important than 
the condition of the cars, because it dis- 
closes the policy of the Union Traction com- 
pany towardsits patrons. During the after- 
noon and the evening the interval between 
each two cars is 1.4 minutes. The conse- 
quence is excessive crowding. During the 
morning an intervalof 1.4 minutes, if it were 
inaintained, might prevent crowding, be- 


eatise*at. that time there is less traffic. But 


It looks as though this wreck was; .

during the morning the interval of 1.4 mip- 
utes is ot maintained. As there is less 
traffic the number of cars is reduced and 
the intetval between each two cars becomes 
24 minhtes. The consequence is that the 
crowding remains just about as excessive 
as during the afternoon and evening. By 
the simple but immensely sagacious device 
of leaving certain cars in the barns during 
the less congested hours of the day operat- 
ing expenses are reduced, each car is worked 
to its fullest and most crowded capacity, and 
the maximum of profit is combined with the 
maximum of public discomfort.

LETTER OF MAROUISE DE FONTENOY | 


Copyright: 1904: By the Marquise de Fontenoy. 


LTHOUGH the French authorities | 
pride themselves upon keeping the 
“ dossier,”” or record, of every one 
prominent or even merely conspicu- 

; ous, especially if he or she happens 
to be a foreigner or a naturalized citizen, 
there are constantly things happening under 
the nose of the police which would tend to 
show that their systeni in this respect is 
worse than useless. One cannot, for in- 
stance, conceive of the Humbert swindle 
taking place here or being kept up so long 
without discovery in any other country than 
France, and now another case is occupying 
public attention at Paris which again shows 
that the police are all at sea. 

One of the most magnificent mansions in 
the Rue de Berri is that occupied by the 
marquis de Casa Riera, a Spantsh noble 
naturalized as a French citizen, commander 
of the French order of the Legion of Honor, 
possessed of a fortune estimated at about 
$20,000,000, and a well known and popular 
figure in the Parisian great world and club 
land. Some time ago he had occasion to 
sue the editor of an obscure newspaper for 
libel and blackmall. 

When the case came up for trial the other 
day at Paris, the counsel for the defendant 
put forward the extraordinary pretension 
that the plaintiff had no locus standl; that 
he was not the marquis de Casa Riera; that 
the latter had died fifteen or eighteen years 
ago, official proof being furnished of his de- 
mise; and that the plaintiff was merely a 
former secretary of the real marquis and a 
son or nephew of the latter's chief steward 
and agent, Mediano. He even went on to 
hint that the only nephew of the old mar- 
quis, Don José Riera, who should have in- 
herited his titles and wealth, had been as- 
sassinated a few weeks after his uncle's 
death and that the soi disant marquis was 
the murderer. 2 


> 

The sensation created by these charges 
may be imagined. Although the Riera for- 
tune is one of the large ones in Paris, not- 
withstanding that the Riera mansion has 
for a score of years been the most notable 
in the Rue de Berri, and in spite of the fact 
that the present marquis has taken out let- 
ters of French naturalization and been cre- 
ated a commander of the Legion of Honor, 
neither the French police nor the authorities 
of the department of the Interior have been 
ablile to throw any light on his history, their 
dossiers being altogether at fault in the 
matter. 

Careful investigation has now brought to 
light the fact that the first marquis de Casa 
Riera, who acquired his immense fortune 
as a tax farmer in Cuba, after building the 
house in the Rue de Berri, did really die 
fifteen years ago, that his nephew, Don 
José Riera, who had always.been regarded 
as his heir, was mysteriously assassinated 
a couple of weeks later, before he had time 
to take possession of his heritage; that the 
murderers had escaped detection, and that 
the property, as well as the title, had there- 
upon passed to their present holder, who 
claims to be Don Alessandro Riera, another 
nephew of the old marquis. 

All difficulties which Don Alessandro might 
otherwise have experienced in obtaining pos- 
session of the fortune and title were ob- 
viated by the assistance of Mediano, the 
steward and general factotum of the old 
marquis, who had had charge of all the 
property. 

French courts will now have to determine 
whether the defendant’s charges are true 
and if the multimillionaire, known and hon- 
ored in Paris for fifteen years past as the 
marquis de Casa Riera, is the nephew of the 
steward instead of the nephew of the old 
marquis and if he is a fraud, a forger, and 
possibly ‘a murderer, or if the plaintiff is 
réally Don Alessandro Riera, the bona fide 
nephew and heir of the first marquis and, 
as he asserts, the victim of a gang of black- 
mailers. The case is developing into a 
cause célébre, There are any number of 
witnesses against the marquis, including a 
former Spanish consul general, who asserts 
that he has letters from the late Premier 
Sagasta in which the latter denounced the 
present marquis as a fraud who should be 
exposed. The marquis insists that all these 
witnesses form part of a syndicate organ- 
ized to extort money from him, and asserts 
that he will not rest until he hes secured 
their punishment. . 

‘Paris society is disposed to favor the cause 
of the marquis, who is generous, hospitable, 
well bred, and popular. Still, there are 
some awkward features fn the affair which 
require elucidation. The French police, it 
only its much vaunted system of records 
were all that they boast it to be, should be 
able to clear up the matter at once. But 
the authorities are altogether at sea, and 
consequently the matter will drag on for 
some time before Paris clubland ascertains 
whether it has been entertaining a bona 
fide nobleman or a plebeian fraud. 

‘Lady Harriet Lynche Blosse, whose death 
has just taken place in England, was a sis- 
ter of the marquis of Sligo and mother of the 
present holder of the Lynche Blosse baro- 
netcy. Its name is familiar in this country 
owing to the vicissitudes here of several 
members of the family, notably of ex-Capt. 
Edward Lynche Blosse, formerly of the’Eng- 
ish and American ‘armies, and who is now 
completing a term of penal servitude in 
England for swindling. When a mere boy 
Edward Lynche Blosse enlisted in the Brit- 
ish army, rapidly obtained promotion, and 
finally won a commission in the York and 
Lancaster regiment. But he fell into evil 
ways, got into trouble, and was forced to 
leave the army. The outbreak of the war 
with Spain in 1898 found him in this coun- 
try, and he at once volunteered, served 
through the campaign under the American 
flag, and was mustered out honorably at 
its close. 

_According to the London police, he lived 
éntirely by fraud here in America and in 
England until his trial at Old Bailey and 
conviction in 1902, having been arrested in 
London while swaggering about in a gold 
braided staff officer’s. uniform, in which, for 
the purpose working his swindles, he 
posed as a member of Lord Kitchener's 
staff just home from south Africa. | 
_He;had married, just after obtaining his 
commission, a Miss Eva Brownrigg, daugh- 
ter of the vicar of St. Jude, Southsea. But 
he treated her so badly that at length she 
came to America, obtained a divorce in 
South Dakota, and then proceeded to marry 
in Chicago a man of the name of Booth, who 
within a year afterwards became insane. 
~~ subsequently returned to England, and

This Capt. How- 
ard’s eldest son is next heir to his uncle’s 
earldom of Effingham, one of the most illus- 
trious of the British peerage, the first lord 
having been lord high admiral of England 
at the time of the Spanish armada. 
_The fact that the grand cross of the 
Legion of Honor tendered by the French 
government to the. secretary of state should 
be the gift of a sister republic instead of a 
distincticn granted by some foreign mon- 
arch ought to remove all objections on the 
part of congress to its acceptance. At the 
same time its presentation marks the in- 
auguration of a newera. For now that the 
French government has initiated the prac- 
tice of giving decorations to United States 
dignitaries other powers will naturally wish 
to follow suit.

| AMONG THE NEW BOOKS. | 


In “DAVID, A TRAGEDY,” a powerful 
piece of dramatic portraiture, Cale Young 
Rice has again demonstrated his insight and 
his power. What he did a year or so ago in 
his dramatic composition, “‘ Charles Di Toc- 
ca,"’ he has repeated and improved upon. The 
author has seized upon a moment, it might 
fitly be termed a psychological moment, in 
the linked destiny of David and King Saul. 

The entire action is most skillfully chosen 
with a view to bringing out into intense light 
the distinctive spirit of the two main char- 
acters—the one in sharpest contrast to the 
ether. Saul’s morbid, ungovernable, deadly 
jealousy on the one hand, and the utter 
loyalty to the king of the youthful shepherd 
from Bethlehem—the more than. heroic 
slayer of the Philistine champion and brag- 
gart, Goliath—are both set forth with keen 
realism. But over and.above the heroism of 
the slayer of the Philistine is seen the nobil- 
ity, the self-mastery, the strange beauty and 
fascination of the new personage at the pal- 
ace of the king and in the eye of the people, 
who has captivated the hearts of all—that is, 
of all whose souls are not stung withenvy. — 

Particularly effective are the scenes in the 
palace, in the cave, and at the home of Miri- 
am, the witch of Endor. Some of the de- 
scriptions of natural scenery, put forth as 
portrayals of the tragic mood or dramatic 
crisis, now of Saul and now of David, are 
of surprising vividness and irresistible 
power. Nota few instances of this might be 
cited as of almost Shakspearean force. In- 
deed, the strictly literary merit of this * trag- 
edy "’ is altogether extraordinary. There is 
about many of its turns of thought a really 
startling point and illuminating brilliancy. 
In this way attention is continually being ar- 
rested and fascinated, the imagination kin- 
dled, the heart strongly moved. 

As to the adaptation of the drama to stage 
presentation, that, of coursé, is another mat- 
ter. But at any rate there is clearly offered 
here abundant scope for superb impersona- 
tion and splendid action. ' 

Mr. Rice is to be earnestly congratula 
on the notable success which he has again 
achieved. As a dramatic poem it is a contri- 
bution to literature of the time—full.of its 
own charm and power. (McClure, Phillips & 
Co.: New York). . 


The long drawn tragedy of English land- 
lordism and Irish woes is ancient history; 
but, alas, it is modern history, too. It isa 
story of greed and cruelty, of wrong and 
outrage which at length awakened the 
world’s sympathy, the world’s abhorrence. 
Since the great Gladstone threw his soul into 
the task of righting the huge wrong, the evo- 
lution of the sense of justice among men, es- 
pecially as between the stronger and the 
weaker parties, began to be a revolution; 
until even the tory party in the English gov- 
ernment itself brought in a remedial scheme 
of unparalleled liberality and munificence. 

There is no chapter in modern history that 
is more instructive. England's supreme re- 
proach may yet be rolied away, though it 
can never be forgotten. 

Michael Davitt’'s “FALL OF FEUDAL- 
ISM IN IRELAND,” the story of the Land 
league revolution, makes a volume of 750 

(the Harpers). Of course it is full of 
the pith and marrow of modern English, as 
well as Irish, history. And, what is more, it 
is a story in which not Irish-Americans only 
but other Americans as well have had a de- 
cisive part. As this narrative makes plain, 
the real battlefield for Ireland’s rescue from 
the accursed grasp of English landlordism 
has, in no inconsiderable part, been worked 
out on American soil. And so Mr. Davitt's 
book is likely to find as wide and earnest 
reading on this side as on that side of the 


Atlantie. 


Strong common sense, kindness of heart, 
and a liberal supply of woman's wit are the 
predominant characteristics of “‘ THE SEC- 
OND MRS. JIM,” as she is presented by 
Stephen Conrad. This book is thetale ofa 
stepmother who brings to the house of her 
husband, a well to do farmer, and his two 
young sons, a home atmosphere that has long 
been lacking, and a cheery presence that wins 
for her the esteem and affection of the two 
boys in short order.

Women’s Workin Many Lands.| 


Sidelights on the Recent International Conference at 
Berlin, Observed by a Chicago Traveler. 


[FOREIGN . CORRESPONDENCE OF THE 
TRIBUNE.) 

BERLIN, July 9.—The third international 
quinquennial council for women, which was 
held in Berlin during the month of June, 
gave American women in particular rare op- 
‘portunities, of which without exception they 
nobly availed themselves. 

As they stand preéminent today in the 
woman's world of progress they are natural- 
ly conceded leadership. 

In this council no question in any way 
pertaining to the advancement or betterment 
of woman was omitted. The topics given 
the greatest attention, however, were the 
political recognition of women and the great 
propaganda of peace and of arbitration. 

The general public evinced, naturally, the 
greater interest in the latter, while the 
former question—woman's suffrage—seemed 
to have stirred the women to the uttermost 
depths. | 

The vast building where the congrese as- 
sembled, known as Philharmonie hall, is 
similar to the old Central Music hall, on a 
much larger scale, the entire building be- 
ing devoted to one purpose, the assemblage 
of people, and consisting of a main audito- 
rium of immense size and a number of smali- 
er audience halls. 


Some of the Social Features. 

The Germans are eminently a social race 
and consequently the ante-rooms and corri- 
dors, where the people gather during the 
intermissions of entertainments, are nearly 
as large as the halls themselves. 

On entering from the street one might have 
imagined there was nothing going on but 
social tea drinking, but on penetrating to the 
inner circle. there one found the greatest 
quiet and’ perfect order maintained, the 
meetings being conducted on strictest par- 
Hlamentary lines. 

As though for the reception of a bride, the 
great entrance was hung with festoons and 
decorated with scented birch and pine, every 
available nook filled with flowers, while 
tucked into various corners were comfortable 
chairs for the weary or counsel corners. 
Some of the corridors were hung with 
of art by women. 

As for conveniences in the form of informa- 
tion bureaus, postoffice, books, etc., they 
were innumerable. Bven a hospital room 
was fitted up in charge of nursing sisters. 
As was said by Lady Aberdeen, a representa- 
tive from England, in replying to the address 
of welcome given at the opening of the coun- 
cil, *“‘the women who had the preliminary 
arrangements in charge, had proved them- 
selves ideal German hausfrauen, who had 
looked well after the comfort and pleasure 
of all their guests.” 


Prominent Americans Present. 

Among prominent American delegates, 
first in importance, naturally, stands the 
name of Susan B. Anthony. She carries her 
85 years Hghtly. The average woman of 
the same age, if not physically disabled, 
usually considers her days of labor over 
and yields to a younger generation. Not 
so with Miss Anthony; alert, keen, no word 
escapes her. During the course of a brief 
conversation the name of Frances BE. Wil- 
lard was mentioned. Inadvertently the 
speaker said Frances B. Ins‘antly she was 
gently corrccted by Miss Anthony. “ Frances 
E. Willard you mean.” 

Mrs. May Wright Sewell performed the 
duties of an executive officer with rare dis- 
cretion and ability. Presiding at the daily 
gessions her work was constant and untir- 
ing during the congress, but her greater 
ability was proven in the vast amount of 
preiminary work which was necessary to 
bring the congress to a successful realiza- 
tion. The endless planning until all was 
over proved a latent force of rare quality. 

Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt is too well 
known among prominent women in America 
to require further mention. She spoke 
with the knowledge of experience and made 
a lasting impression. The same may be 
said of Mrs. Charlotte Gilman Stetson and 
Mrs. Ida Husted Harper. ; 

Chicago was ably represented by Mrs. 
Hannah G. Solomon, a name that invariably 
appears in all enterprises which work for 
the betterment of society and of the world 
in general. 


One Up to Date Woman. 

There are women who become so 
in the accomplishment of their work that it 
becomes difficult for them to see over, under, 
or on either side of the question before them. 
This attitude is now taken by some German 
women. 

The thought of “ freedom” has, in a cer- 
tain sense, caused them to lose their fem!- 
nine balance, which they recover when they 
become acclimated to the newer atmosphere. 
The following actually occurred at one of the 
sessions, where a press representative went 
to make inquiries: 

An up to date, masculine, enfranchised 
woman secretary was in attendance, much 
absorbed in her documents and writing fif- 
teen to the dozen. On being asked where a 
certain person could be foufid, she uttered no 
sound After a polite wait the question was 
repeated; another pause. 

Suddenly the pen and arm shot out indi- 
cating a certain far away door. The pen 
went on writing—again stopped, as the intent 
scribe paused to take out a cigaret from her 
case and, while lighting it, from between 
clenched teeth she sharply ejaculated: 

What can I dp for 
you 

With this in mind, to enter the hall when 
not in the mental attitude of those surround- 
ing, it was quite diverting and difficult to 
fall immediately into the hue of temperance, 
suffrage, etc., to see on the table adjoining 
the speaker's desk a lifesized champagne 
cooler and*several decanters—of water. 

There is;a city ordinance in Berlin which 
‘prohibits the .use.of.ice in. drinking water; 
,therefore all lawabiding citizens obey. This 
explains the use of the intemperate appear- 
ing drinking vessels. Carafes are never 
geen here. Instead the water is decanted 
the same as wine, and in order to keep the 
water cool the decanters are placed in wine 
coolers.

Bell Displaces the Gavel. 


While the gavel is the accredited imple. 
ment for maintaining order in meetings, the 
women, for some reason or other, used large 
sized dinner bells. 

Perhaps the bells made more noise with 
less expenditure of muscle, and as women 
usually do not need as much discipline in 
public meetings as men it is not necessary 
for presiding officers to pound out their ex» 
cess of energy with a gavel. 

To those not so intent upon the suffrage 
movement and that of universal peace an 
exceedingly fine program was offered, covy- 
ering every field of usefulness knowft to 
women. The various departments were 
placed under five genera! heads, giving a 
day to each and closing the week with a 
résumé and genera! discussion. 

First under consideration was the woman 
in the home, It began with the education of 
the prospective mother in the care of chil- 
dren, from the kindergarten to the univer- 
sity. = 

The second day was devoted to women in 
factory life and manual labor. The third to 
the progress women are making in home in- 
dustries, the fourth to women in professional 
life, and lastly to women in art and litera- 
ture. To be able to compare notes, to know 
what women are doing in faraway Finland 
or New South Wales, makes the world seem 
small indeed and must help to bring about 
that ideal aim the keynote of which was 
struck so often during various sessions of 
this international council—namely, the unity 
of humanity.

In’ many 
cities and towns of the state much attention 
is paid to the water supply, and large sums 
| of money are expended in obtaining good and 
pure water; yet in most cities no attention 
is given to the quality of milk furnished, 
which to many, especially the children, is of 
even greater moment than the water supply. 

In but few cities of the state is it possible to 
get & regular supply of milk that has been 
produced under really clean conditions, thor- 
oughly cooled and bottled in a proper man- 
ner, and which parents feel sure is safe for 

t feeding. 
ong the reasons why a reform should be 
tuted are the following: _ $ 
fo other article of food is so generally used 
by all classes of people. 

About one-third of all the milk produced 
by the 17,000,000 cows in the United States is 
sold for direct consumption, and much of it 
is consumed in its raw state. 

No other food is more healthful and eco- 
nomical than milk when pure, and none is 
to health when carelessly 

ilk being an opaque liquid its quality and 
| cleanly condition cannot be easily detected 

by its appearance. 

y infants and invalids subsist almost 

if not entirely upon milk, and it is of vital 
importance that milk for such persons be as 
pure and free from bacteria as possible. 

- Milk is an ideal medium for the growth of 
germs. Because of this fact it is especially 
important that it be handled with the gfeat- 
est care so that no disease germs may be 
allowed to gain access to it. — 

Since the invention of the Babcock test 
and the cream separator dairymen can easily 
standardize the milk and cream they sell, 
and should be required to do so.

neglect spoils the whole. 
Even by exercising the greatest care in 
the production of milk it cannot be secured 
in a commercial way from the ‘cow germ 
free. It is for this reason that it must be 
protected from further contamination and 
kept at a low temperature during delivery 
and subsequently, or the bacterial content 
_ Will soon be enormous. ‘ 


The efforts that have been made to induce 
dairymen to use more sanitary methods in 
handling their milk have often resulted in 
failure. One important reason for this is 
not hard to find, for milk cannot be produced 
under sanitary conditions as cheaply as in 
the common slovenly manner, and when the 
price of the product is raised the consumer, 
not appreciating the added value to himself, 
often objects to paying the advanced price, 
This naturally discourages further efforts 
toward improved methods in production. 
When consumers insist on having milk of 
known quality and purity, and are willing to 
pay a slightly, advanced price for it, such 
milk will be supplied. 

If its true food value were more fully ap- 
preciated milk would be used much more 
freely than it now is, to the advantage of 
both the health and economical sustenance 
of the people. A quart of 8 per cent milk, 
costing 5 cents, will furnish about the same 
amount of nutrition as three-fourths of a 
pound of meat, costing 9 cents; yet people 
invariably consider milk something of a lux- 
ury, and think they are economizing by re- 
stricting its use as much as possible, al- 
though they buy meat freely, considering it 
one of the necessities of life. Few people 
realize that the elements to nourish the body 
may be obtained from milk more cheaply 
than from meat, and that milk takes the 
place of other foods, thus diminishing the 
quantity of other food needed. 

The public has long been defrauded by dis- 
honest and unscrupulous milk dealers, and 
has suffered from the slovenly methods of 
the careless dairyman. The honest dealers 
are 
still having a hard fight with dishonest com- 
petition and the indifference of the public. 
The most effective remedy for this difficulty 
is for the public to patronize those only who 
furnish a good grade of milk and are willing 
to guarantee it.

STOP STOCKYARDS REDUCTIONS 


Underwriters Believe Te Tendency to Low- 
er Rates Has Been Checked—Some 
Companies Refuse Risks. 


Members of the Chicago Underwriters’ as- 
sociation believe the effort to decrease rates 
in the Union stockyards has been finally 
suppressed in the executive committee. Re- 
cently there has been a sentiment in some 
quarters for a revision. The claim is made 
by this element that rates are too high and 
almost prohibitive. in some risks, throwing 
the business,to surplus line companies, which 
are taking it at less rates than tariff. 

The losses on packing houses have been 
80 heavy that the board companies object to 
any rate reduction. Many companies have 
scaled down their Hability at the present 
rates, and a number of companies will not 
write in the stockyards,

Bill in Equity Against Fidelity Mutual 
Life to Determine as to Alleged 


Excessive Charges. . 


New York, July 18.—[{Special.]—Rudolph 
M. Schick, attorney for several policyhold- 
ers, haa filed a bill in equity at Philadelphia 
against the Fidelity Mutual Life Insurance

The town authorities. of Gulfport, Miss., owing 
to a dirty condition of the premises of many mer- 
chants because of large quantities of rubbish, ol 
boxes, waste paper, and other trash kept in back 
yards and alleys, have adopted an ordinance pro- 
hibiting this with penalties for violations.

A 
southern writer says: ‘* No doubt the companies 
by writing their agents that policies held by such 
merchants be canceled unless they comply with the 
law will bring about the change desired by the in- 
surance companies and town authorities.’’ 


J. H. C. Whiting of Philadeiphia is now issuing 
the 1904 edition of the Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, 
and Delaware Insurance Directory. The book con- 
tains besides the names of the members of various 
underwriters’ associations and local agents in the 
territory, an abstract of the insurance laws of 
Pennsylvania, a list of Mcensed brokers in Phila- 
delphia and Pennsylvania, together with much 
other information of value to underwriters. 

The custom that prevails in New England states 
of writing saw mills and planing mills under a 
bianket form which Includes dry house and con-. 
tents, Is being seriously objected to by many com- 
panies and doubtless will soon have the attention 
of the New England insurance exchange. Losses 
upon dry houses and contents nearly eat up the 
premiums upon woodworking risks and companies, 
therefore, prefer where this character of insurance 
is carried to limit their Hability upon dry houses 
and contents by specific items which, as a rule, 
should not exceed 10 per cent of the insurance upon 
the general plant. 


FINAL REPORT AT BALTIMORE. 


Chairman Turner of General Loss Com- 
mittee Says Total Payments Are 
About 830,500,000. 


Baltimore, Md., July 18 —[Special.]—The gen- 
eral loss committee, Paul Turner chairman, rep- 
‘resenting hundreds of insurance companies, today 


announced its final report. Chairman Turner says. 


3,778 separate claims were handled by the com- 
mittee, and that the amount of insurance palJd 
cn these claims was $29,074,358. There are still 
eleven claims unsettled, and in addition probably 

1,000 or 1,200 smaller claims were settled direct 
by the companies. The amount involved in sma'l 
claims will not exceed $1,500,000, so that the total 
ineurance paid is about §*a',500,000. 

In conclusion Chairman Turner says the Balti- 
more fire wili teach many valuable lessons. It 
goes to prove that conflagrations may occur even 
in cities supposed to be least susceptible to such 
disasters, and he urged that companies insist upon 
such a rate in future for poor constrtuction and 
defense as will tend to bring about conditions 
mg a repetition of the conflagration improb- 
able. 

General Appraiser Samuel R. White, in an ac- 
companying report upon the effect of fire on Bal- 
timore’s ‘‘ skyscraper fireproof buildings,’’ declares 
that structural steel has proved all and more than 
was ever claimed for it, as, on the whole. itn fire- 
proof structures It has not suffered over 5 per 
cent damage. The mater‘tal which stood the test 
best was brick. Next comes terra cotta, followed 
by porous and semi-porous tile. The floor arches 
in big buildings stood weil where properly put in, 
but column and girder covering, partitions, and 
wall lining failed, not so nuch on account of ma- 
terial, but due largely to poor construction and 
lightness of material. Granite and marble, wher- 
ever heat came in contact with them, cracked and 
scaled off. Whire glass stood the séverest tests. 

Partial payments are in sight from two more 
insolvent fire insurance companies of Baltimore 
to policy holders who suffered in the big fire. 
Five companies went into the hands of receivers, 
and have in the aggregate about $2,000,000 to dis- 
tribute among policy holders. James M. Warwick, 
receiver of the old Town Fire, had filed his report 
with the court, and the accounts are now being au- 
dited. About Sept. 1 a dividend of not less than 
50 per cent will be ordered. Eighty-four loss claims 
aggregate $110,011. Total assets are $114,500. Re- 
ceiver F. E. Wolfe of the Firemen’s will soon file a 


report. The first payment will be about 20 per 
cent. The losses of thie company are about

FEAR PASSENGER RATE WAR 
OVER G. A. R. ENCAMPMENT. 


Railway Officials Troubled Over Situa- 
tion Caused by Michigan Central’s 
Hostility to Differential Lines, 


Considerable uneasiness exists in railroad 
circles over the threatened passenger rate 
war in connection with the National G. A. R. 
encampment at Boston. It has been known 
for some little time that the Michigan Cen- 
tral was dissatisfied with the rate of $17.75 
made by the differential lines, but the mat- 
ter has now seemingly been brought to a 
crisis by the announcement by the Central 
that “if any line uses a lower rate than 
$20.35 Chicago to Boston and return the 
Michigan Central's rate will be as low as 
authorized or in effect by any other line.”

The Illinois Steel company, which original- 


ly was listed as having a capitalization of 


$50,000,000, was said by Attorney Ww. D. 
Haynie, its representative, to have only 
$18,000,000 capital stock. Attorney Haynie 
said the company paid taxes on tangible 
property amounting to a larger sum than 
the capitalization. On this showing no fur- 
ther assessment was made. 

The Elgin National Watch company with 
a capital stock of $5,000,0000, escaped assess- 
ment. The Illinols Brick company was as- 
sessed $400,000 for capital stock. Its capital- 
ization is $9,000,000, and in Cook county it 
pays taxes on $777,288 of tangible property. 
The Griffin Wheel company escaped stock 
assessment, 

John F. Wolff, former member of the school 
board, answered for the L. Wolff Manufac- 
turing company, saying that taxes are paid 
on tangible property far in excess of capita)- 
ization.

& Co., with a capital of $200,000, were as- 
sessed $100,000 for capital stock. O'Gara, 
King & Co., capitalized at $200,000, escaped 
stock assessment. 

John A. Drake went on record that he is 
now a citizen of New York: and his $120,000 
assessment was marked off. 

N. W. Harris, 4520 Drexel boulevard, com- 
plained that the personal property assess- 
ment of $300,000 against him at his home 
was excessive. It was reduced to $250,000.

"INTERESTING TRADE GOSSIP ON ‘CHANGE. | 


‘The fine weather of the lest few days has 
been favorable for thrashing im the south- 


| west and there are indications that the long 


delayed movement is beginning to set in 
something like normal volume. There 
were receipts of 126,000 bu at St. Louis yes- 
terday, comparing with receipts of 211,000 
bu a year ago, but with receipts of 157,000 
bu two weeks earlier in 1908. There were 
110 cars of wheat at Kansas City for today, 
cluding 80 cars of new wheat, or about 
10,000 bu, compared with receipts of 221,- 
600 bu last year and receipts of 10,000 bu 
two weeks earlier in 1903. In other words, 
the southwestern movement, while not up 
o that of last year, Is larger than it was 
wo weeks earlier in 1903, and probably is, 
therefore, about two weeks late. But it is 
éxpected to catch up more rapidly from now 
on. ‘ My advices from the southwest,” said 
H. B. Perrine, *‘ are that the movement will 
be liberal with ordinary weather from this 
on, and I predict Kansas City and St. Louis 
will @et 700 cars of wheat next Monday. I 
would not be surprised if they got 1,000 
éars.”’ | 


- Rollin E. Smith of the Minneapolis Times 
does not regard corn prospects in southern 
Missouri and northern Missouriasrosy. He 
gays: “If the strip of country through 
which the Rock Island road runs from south- 
érn Iowa to Kansas City is any indication, 
gouthern Iowa and northern Missouri will 
not raise 50 per cent of an average corn crop, 
n fact, it will be almosta failure. West of 
he Des Moines river for 100 miles or more 
here is not a field where the corn is as high 
s the fences. The greater part of it is less 
than waist high, much of it only knee high, 
and many fields are apparently being culti- 
vated for the first time. The stand is thin, 
any hills have but one to three stalks, 
he entire crop is but two to six weeke 
late, and thousands of acres give the ap- 
pearance of the first of June rather than the 
middie of July. As the road runs diagonally 
from the northeast to the southwest, it in- 
tersects a territory 300 by 150 miles in ex- 
tent, and therefore this crop condition is 


more than local.”

A year ago the visible supply 
decreased 117,000 bu for the week correspond 
ing with the one just begun. | 


The southwest is apparently at last get- 
ting just the kind of weather it needs and 
far more than one day at a time. Thefe 
were practically no rains anywhere in the 
winter wheat belt on Saturday or Sunday 
and the forecast was for continued clear 
and warm weather in that section. There 
were showers in the northwest, probably 
top much in the Red River valley, with a 
precipitation of 1.6 inches at Moorhead, 
Minn., on Sunday, but the forecast was for 
showers and cooler weather, which it would 
seem ought to relieve any fears on the part 
of the trade of a hot weather scare in that 
quarter.

South of Fargo 
wheat ts too far advanced for rust to dam- 
age.”” Another wire to Barrell said: “TI 
have seen every elevator interest and none 
of them have any reports of damages.”’ 


‘*September wheat at 90c,”’ said B. 8. Ad- 
ams, “ seems high for the beginning of the 
movement of the new crop. I believe the 
movement will show that the estimates of 
damage by rains in the southwest have been 
too high.
